Of Acres of West Side Land 


Without Owners. 


TAXES NOT PAID UP. 


Land May Soon Be Purchased by a 


Wealthy Kentuckian 


Who Proposes to Improve the Land 


and Colonize It—Plan in Which 


Attorney Myers Is Interested.. 


Attorney R. C. Myers, in assist- 


ing Treasurer Tracy in the collec- 
tion of delinquent taxes, lias discov- 
ered that tliere are thousands of 
acres of land on the West Side to 
which no person lays claim. 


This land was stripped of the 


timber 
years ago and was then 


abandoned by the owners. The land 
was not worth much, and the orig- 
inal owners are either dead or have 
moved away. The result is that the 
land is lying an unclaimed waste 
and that no taxes are collected on 
it. 
On some tracts no -taxes bave 


been paid for thirty years. 
Some 


of this land would make good farm- 
ing land if properly farmed. 


Attorney Myers is now busily en- 


gaged in looking up titles to these 
tracts. He will endeavor to discover 
the owners or their heirs and try to 
collect taxes from them. Failing in 
this, the land will be sold by the 
treasurer. 


In this connection William Car- 


"ter, a wealthy citizen of Kentucky, 
has informed Mr. Myers that if lie 
can get him a title to this land that 
he will buy it all up and pay the 
back taxes on it. 
He proposes to 


lay it out in farms, fertilize it and 
then sell it, off in small farms. 
In 


this way lie will colonize various 
sections of tiie West Side, of course 
at a neat prolit to himself. 


Attorney Myers has gone into the 


business of hunting the missing 
owners of the land with that inde- 
fatigable zeal which characteiiy.es 
him in all liis cases and he hopes 
soon to be in shape to give Mr. Car- 
ter a clear title to all this West 
Side land.

once to his bedside. 
He left on the 


C. & 0. this morning, at 4:50 and 
reached French Lick Springs this 
afternoon, about 2:15 o'clock.

Smith, another warm friend of Mr. 
McFarlin, called up Dr. 
Howard, 


and from him learned that McFar- 
lin had never regained consciousness 
after the attack.
